UNTFORM SHIPMENT PROCEDURES FOR
GOVERNMENT MATERIALS AND SUPPLIES

WHEREAS, greater efficiency and cost savings may be
obtained in the shipment of government materials aﬁd supplies
between the continental United States_and Guam by the designation
of a single air aqd surface freight agency foxr such purposes; aﬁd

WHEREAS, in furtherance of this aim a contfact for such
services has been entered into ‘between the Qovernment of Guam and
Sealift Pacific; and

WHEREAS, the cost seavings aspects of this arrangement
can best be realized by participation of all government ageicies
and entities;

NOW, THEREFORE, T, Carlos G, Camacho, Governor of Guam,
by viriue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of
Guam, do hereby ofder:

(1) All Departments and Agencies, autonomous or non-
autonomous, of the Government of Guam shall utilize the services
of Sealift Pacific as the exclusive agent for air aﬁd surface freight
of matierials and supplies betweeﬁ the continental United States
and Guam;

(2) 'A copy of the contract mentioned shall be furnished
each Department and Agency for their guidance;

(3) This Executive Order shall be effective immediately.
